DECLARES TWO-MILE BORE OPEN 


CROWD APPLAUDS MAYOR AS HE 


Impressive Ceremonies Mark Completion of

San Francisco.—Twin Peaks tun- 
nel, the latest and one of the greatest 
of the public improvements ever com- 
pleted in San Francisco, was dedi- 
cated last Saturday afternoon.

For the first 
time the public was admitted to the 
two-mile bore, and as pilgrims travel- 
ing to the setting sun, hundreds 
walked through from the eastern 
entry to the west.

residence across the bay or down the 


peninsula.

Promptly at 2 o’clock the chairman, 
after a few introductory remarks, in- 
troduced Mayor James Rolph Jr. The

HOUSE PASSES AIR-FLEET 
BILL IN FIVE HOURS 


Kahn Urges Secrecy About this 
Country's Plans 


Washington. — The War Depart- 
ment bill appropriating $640,000,000 
for construction of 22,000 airplanes 
was passed by the House late last 
Saturday without a roll call. It was 
amended only in minor details. 

During the debate preceding pas- 
sage of the bill, Representative Kahn 
of California urged secrecy regarding 
the details of the Government's pro- 
gramme and immediate action on the 
bill. 

“England,’’ said Kahn, ‘‘has been 
in war with Germany three years. 
England does not know today how 
many submarines Germany is turning 
out. Why cannot this country so far 
as its aviation force is concerned, 
keep its secrets so as to keep the 
enemy from getting any knowledge 
whatever as to what we are going to 
do to get control of the air?” 

Kahn said that Japan was success- 
fully keeping the details of her naval 
construction secret. 

Representative Mann, amid cheer- 
ing, declared that he favored passing 
the bill without a word of discussion. 

Amendments adopted included one 
by Representative Lenroot of Wiscon- 
sin, limiting the broad authorities 
granted the executive for the present 
war emergency, and one by Repre- 
sentative Fitzgerald, New York, pro- 
viding that enlisted men drafted for 
the aviation corps shall be within the 
Same ages—21 to 30 inclusive—as 
apply in the general conscription law 


The bill, carrying the greatest avia-| 


tion appropriation ever proposed in 
Congress and passed in less than five 
hours, evoked some criticism of legis- 
lative methods, but no attack on the 
general purpose. 

Republicans criticised the Council 
of National Defense, the Senate and 
the Navy Department for published 
statements 


regarding the aviation 

programme and contracts for sub- 
marines. 

Representative Kahn, Republican 


of California, pointed to Germany's 
secrecy of military programme and 
said that neighboring nations knew 
nothing of her 42 centimeter guns 
until they battered down the Bel- 
gian forts, or of Germany's deadly 
gases. 

“But,’’ he warned, ‘‘we seem to 
want to go to war as though we are 
going on a hunting trip with a brass 
band.” 


LANE ASKS $4,000,000 
FOR ALASKA RAILROAD 


Secretary Appeals to Congress 
for Additional Money — 


Washington.—An_ additional appro- 
priation of $4,000,000 for the Alaskan 
railroad construction, to close a thir- 
ty-mile 


gap on the main line from 
tidewater at Anchorage to Seward 
and open up the Matanuska coal 


fields, was asked of Congress last Sat- 
urday by Secretary Lane with Presi- 
dent Witson’s pproval. 

In a statement explaining the esti- 
mate, Secretary Lane saéd the money 
would enable the closing of the gap 
of thirty miles on the main line along 
the Turnagain arm and complete the 
line from Seward to the Matanuska 
fields and from Matanuska Junction 
northward to Talketna. This, he said, 
would cover most of the agricultural 
district and bring the rails to within 
a reasonable distance of Willow Creek 
and Cache Creek mining districts. 

The railroad is now being operated 


seventy-one miles northward from 
Seward. The track has been laid 


southward ten miles from Anchorage 
to Rabbit Creek and northward sixty- 
one miles on the main line toward 
Fairbanks and twenty-four miles on 
the branch line from Matanuska 
Junction to Kings River, on the west- 
ern edge of the coal fields. 

All of these stretthes of line are 
now being operated, and, the Secre- 
tary said, at the present rate of con- 
struction, track will be laid to the 
end of the branch at Chickaloon, the 
heart of the Matanuska coal fields, by 
September, giving a complete line 
from there to tidewater at Anchorage.

UNCLE SAM'S APPEAL FOR FOOD 
IS ANSWERED BY CALIFORNIA 


This Year’s Crop of Cereals and Potatoes Is 
Estimated at $100,000,000, Compared With 
$47,000,000 For the Year of 1916 


Sacramento. — Increase in prices,{ 


coupled with greater production, will 
bring California’s crop of cereals and 


potatoes to a value this year of more 


than $100,000,000, as against $47,000,- 
000 for last year, according to figures 
roughly compiled from the United 
States Department of Agriculture’s 
comparative estimate and forecast of 
crop conditions issued July 1. Thus, 
there will be returned to California 
growers and dealers more than $2 
for every dollar they received last 
year. The prices on which the figures 
are based are those for July 1, 1917, 
and 1916. 

Increase in output is responsible 
for than $20,000,000 worth of 
cereals and potatoes and the remain- 
der of the difference between $100,- 
000,000 and $47,000,000 represents in- 
crease in prices. 

Cereals included in the figures are 
corn, wheat, oats, barley and rice. 

California is shown to have re 
sponded in the fullest degree to the 
appeal of Uncle Sam for more food- 
stuffs. The crop summary shows that 
all crops have “been increased over 
those of 1916. 

The Department of 
forecast shows a probable pioduction 
of 5,180,600 bushels of: rice, nearly 
two-fifths more than the yield of last 
year. ; 

The wheat crop this year will be 
worth $12,000,000 ,as against $5,000,- 
000 for last year’s crop, the prices be- 
ing based on those prevailing on July 
1, both years, but the gigantic king- 
pin crop_of Califarnia is harley. with 
a production of 38,000,000 bushels es- 
timated this year against 33,000,000 
last year. On July 1, 1916, barley

selling at 80 cents a_ bushel, 
making the value of last year’s crop at 
that time $27,000,000. Barley now is 
quoted at about $1.34 a bushel, mak- 
ing the value of this year’s yield

$25,200,000 as against $11,450,000 for 
the crop of last year, based on July 1 
prices.

ships of any size can be accommodated 
in its harbors, 

The mines that are served by these 
towns and by the re“'road are practi- 
eally inexhaustible, und their product 
is of a very high order. Secretary Lane 
of the interior department has an- 
nounced that coal heel 
sturted ona commercial scale in these 
mines, and a large amount has been 
contracted for by the Alaska Engineer- 
ing commission, in charge of the 
government railroad. 

Matanuska coal tested recently b7 
the navy department was found equal 
to the better grades mined in the 
Pennsylvania and West Virginta  bi- 
tuminons fields. The first mine opened 
in this district, known as the “Doherty 
mine,” is at Moose creek, a point of 
the Matanuska branch lHne, 50 miles 
distant by rail from Anchorage. 

A 150-foot shaft sunk there has 
exposed a vein of unusually fine coal, | 
and 60 tons are turned out every 24 
hours, even under the present Hmited 
conditions. 

This Doherty mine is operated under 
a special permit issued by Secretary 
Lane, primarily for the purpose of ob- 
taining coal needed as fuel for loco- 
motives, steam shovels and other en- 
gines used in connection with the gov- 
ernment work. 

Before the opening of this mine, the 
commission had been importing such 
coal as they could get from Puget 
sound at a cost of from $16 to $18 per 
ton delivered at Anchorage. Matan- 
uska coal now sells at $8 per ton. 


ALL BORAX FROM CALIFORNIA 


Mines of the Far Western States Are 
the Only Sources of Supply In 
the United States.

The voleanic deposits on the east 
side of the Calico mountains, at the 
edge of the Mohave desert of Califor- 
nia, include clays containing coleman- 
ite, a crystalline borate of Mme, says 
Uncle Sam’s geological survey. Cole- 
manite contains 50.9 per cent of boric 
acid, 27.2 per cent of lime, and 21.9 
per cent of water. The deposits near 
the Calico mountains are believed to 
have been formed by replacement of 
limy beds that were laid down locally 
during the evaporation of lake waters, 
at intervals between some of the 
great outbursts of volcanic ejects 
which formed so large a part of the 
tertiary deposits. _The boric acid was 
undoubtedly derived from fresh vol- 
canic materials and carried to its 
present position by underground wa- 
ters. The deposits are in two prin- 
cipal beds, each five feet thick and 
about fifty feet apart. These beds 
have been mined to a depth of 500 
feet. All the borax produced in the 
United States is obtained from Cali- 
fornia mines, mainly from Lang, north 
of Los Angeles, and Death Valley. 
The value of borate ores produced in 
1915 was nearly $1,700,000.—United 
States Geological Survey, Department 
of the Interior. 


OUTPUT OF COPPER GROWS 


Value of Production In Michigan in 
1916 Was 45 Per Cent Larger 
Than In 1915, 

The production of copper in Michi- 
gan in 1916, as reported by the United 
States geological survey, was 273,- 
692,525 pounds, valued at $67,328,361, 
and that of silver was 716,640 fine 
ounces, valued at $471,549, a combined 
value of $67,799,910. This is an in- 
crease of $21,078,251, or 45 per cent, 

over the value of the output in 1915. 
The average price of copper’ per 
pound for 1916 was $0.246, compared 
with $0.175 in 1915. The average 
price of silver for 1916 was $0.658 per 
fine ounce; for 1915 it was $0.507. 
The average value per ton of “rock” 
treated was $5.84, compared with 
¥3.76 in 1915. 

The smelter production, or the out- 
put of refined copper, in 1916 was 
269,794,531 pounds, which represents 
an increase of 30,838,121 pounds over 
the smelter production for 1915.

He Cares for “Sourdoughs.” 

A. G. Shoup, superintendent of the 
Alaska Pioneers’ home at Sitka, has 
nrrived at Seattle, says the Post-Intel- 
ligencer of that city. 

“This ‘sourdough’ home was estab- 
lished by the territory in 1913,” said 
Mr. Shoup, “and we now have sixty- 
five inmates, most of them old fellows, 
who have pioneered it in almost every 
district of Alaska. 

“The territory established this home 
for the purpose of caring for the old 
‘sourdoughs’ and the Sitka institution 
is really a haven for these old fellows, 
whe have become incapacitated from 
further pursuing the golden rainbow. 
The average of these sixty-five inmates 
is sixty-eight years, and among them 
we have several who have been pros- 
pecting in Aluska for forty years. 

“In addition to caring for the in- 
mates cf this home the territory also 
has a pension system which cares for 
the needs of a number of others who 
are not altogether helpless, as well as 
of the widows and needy women.”
